He wanted to make it clear that the WRHS is 
in no way associated with People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals (FETA). 

“We’re not PET A, and I’m not putting down PETA, 
but we want people to understand that we’re not 
interested in telling farmers what to do with their 
livestock,” he said. 

“What we’re looking for is the humane treatment 
of animals - we’re mostly focused on pets - and we’re 
mostly looking at getting the shelter up and running 
so that we have a local place to house these ani¬ 
mals.” 


The animals Wright referred to include abandoned, 
surrendered or stray animals that are picked up by 
law enforcement throughout the region. 

Having a local shelter would allow the animals 
to be kept in the area to allow for both adoption 
and reclamation of animals brought in to the 
shelter.

The Wild Rose Humane Society (WRHS) held its 
annual general meeting last Thursday, March 7, and 
though there wasn’t as big a turnout as organizers 
had hoped, it was still a productive meeting, they 
said. 

Warren Wright, director of public relations for the 
WRHS, said despite print and radio advertisements, 
not many new faces were seen at the AGM. 

“We had just one new person, and they didn’t actu¬ 
ally till a board position (which we were looking 
to do), but they joined two subcommittees," said 
Wright, “and we also had a nice couple who were just 
more interested in the volunteer aspect and helping 
out that way.” 

The turnout was somewhat disappointing, he said, 
because many members who have already been 
around for a while will have to continue the work of 
the WRHS.

Wright said that the WRHS is looking for commu¬ 
nity-minded individuals who care about animals to 
volunteer.

Budget 2013 a 

win for Redford 

Despite a great deal of speculation over the past 
months that the 2013 provincial budget would be 
catastrophic for Albertans and their cities and towns, 
in the end, the result was something much less dra¬ 
matic. 

Instead of moving forward with massive cuts to 
health care, education, infrastructure and social 
programs - as some opposi-

ing - the Redford government

“Even Alberta is not immune from global econom¬ 
ic challenges,” said Premier Alison Redford. “Our 
budget thoughtfully responds to the effects of the 
bitumen bubble, while living within our means and 
continuing to build the schools, health centres and 
roads Alberta needs.” 

The opposition parties are, of course, correct in 
claiming that the new borrowing creates long-term 
burdens that may dog taxpayers for years to come. 

“After a decade of PC waste and overspend¬ 
ing, Alberta once again needs new leadership to 
restore the once proud Alberta Advantage," said 
Wildrose official Opposition leader Danielle Smith. 
“Unfortunately, the only plan we heard from Premier 
Redford yesterday is to saddle Albertans with bil¬ 
lions in new debt.” 

Liberal leader Dr. Raj Sherman says the budget 
does nothing to meet growing needs in the prov¬ 
ince. “This is an intellectually and morally bankrupt 
budget,” says Sherman. “Alison Redford is doubling 
down on trickle-down economics - a failed economic 
theory. It leads to inadequate revenues to pay for 
public services, and the only things that trickle down 
to regular Albertans are burdens.” 

NDP leader Brian Mason said: “This is the broken 
promises budget. There are too many cuts to men¬ 
tion to services that vulnerable Albertans depend 
upon along with serious cuts to our schools, colleges 
and universities. “ 

Despite the opposition parties’ hue and cry, the 
Redford government has dodged a bullet with its 
2013 budget, choosing to push the province into 
debt rather than force a do-or-die showdown with 
teachers, doctors and nurses. Judging by the fairly 
mute reaction from the general public to the budget, 
it looks like Premier Redford has won her biggest 
political battle to date. And with three years left on 
her mandate, she still has time to right the province’s 
fiscal ship. 

The big question now is are Alberta voters pre¬ 
pared to accept three more years of billions of dol¬ 
lars in new Tory borrowing? 
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Senior protection bill more politics than policy

Crime issues are once again top of the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s agenda. 

Too bad none of the laundry list of unrelated pieces 
of legislation will have tut impact on actual crime 
rates - nor will any of the proposed legislation assist 
the victims of crime. 

It’s more politics than good policy in other words. 
And Canadians are losing out in the process. 

Since 2006, the federal government has raised the 
mandatory minimum sentence for some gun crimes 
from four years to five years; imposed mandatory 
minimum sentences of nine months for those plan¬ 
ning to sell six marijuana plants grown in a rented 
apartment; banned conditional sentences for people 
found guilty of stealing high-end television sets; and 
ensured that rehabilitated offenders have to wait five 
years longer before applying for a pardon. 

There is no evidence that any of these laws, or the 
myriad of other similarly random legislation passed 
by parliament, has made Canadians safer. 

The “Protecting Canada’s Seniors Act” passed in 
December, is a particularly cynical piece of legisla¬ 
tion. It purports to address elder abuse - a serious 
problem in Canada. Unfortunately, this Act will do 
nothing to protect seniors. 

A glaring problem with the act is that elder abuse 
cases are rarely reported to the police in the first 
place - it is largely a hidden crime - and offenders 
who have been reported are seldom convicted. 

The legislative summary of the act prepared by the 
Library of Parliament points out the sad truth: most 
elder abuse is committed by family members, and 
victims do not want family members charged. Other 
victims may lack the mental capacity to pursue a 
complaint, and in some cases of financial fraud, the 
victims do not even know they have been victimized. 

But here’s the real reason this act should be treated 
like little more than political grandstanding - the new 
law adds virtually nothing to existing legislation. . 

The Criminal Code already required judges to lake 
six specified aggravating factors into account in their 
sentencing. The new legislation simply adds a sev-

enth factor: “evidence that the offence had a signifi¬ 
cant impact on the victim, considering their age and 
other personal circumstances, including their health 
and financial situation.” 

The bill does not refer to “elder abuse" nor does it 
specify any particular age at which the aggravating 
factor should apply. The legislative summary notes 
that many judges already take the age of the victim 
into account in sentencing. 

If the government had wanted to protect seniors 
they could have followed several models of best 
practice, such as the Waterloo Region’s Elder Abuse 
Response Team, a partnership between the Waterloo 
Region Police Service and the Community Care 
Access Centre. 

The team conducts joint investigations, facilitates 
linkages to community resources, and case manages 
situations until a community agency takes over or 
until the situation is resolved. The team approach 
allows for meaningful sharing of information to 
reduce the risk of harm for older persons. The barri¬ 
ers that prevent some victims from accessing police 
services are reduced by the sharing of information, 
collaboration within the community and the ability 
to call directly to team members. 

The result: a dramatic 160 per cent increase in the 
number of referrals in the first two years. Most of this 
increase involved cases of physical abuse, emotional 
abuse, neglect and self-neglect. 

Less than 10 per cent of referrals are dealt with 
by pressing criminal c harges - which highlights why 
increased legal penalties will not have any impact on 
the incidence of elder abuse. 

Meaningless legislation diverts attention from the 
things that might actually help to reduce crime and 
to provide better services for victims. 

The government should be focusing on what works 
- investing time and money in improving polic ing, 
implementing comprehensive programs and provid¬ 
ing more funding for victims, including seniors.

22 when il struck a patch in hospital, but both pas- 
of slush, resulting in it sengers were examined 
swerving into oncom- and released the evening 
ing traffic and striking of the crash, 
the Suburban,” said 
Jacobson. 

“Both the driver in the 
Pathfinder and the driver 
and passengers in the 
Suburban suffered from 
what were considered 
non-life-threatening ii\jn- 
ries.” 

Both drivers were 
transported via ambu¬ 
lance to Calgary, and 
the passengers were 
transported to Didsbury 
Hospital, he said. 

“In this case, road con¬ 
ditions were obviously a 
contributing factor,” he 
said. 

Police said the driver 
of the Suburban is still

Esso Theft

Safe recovered 

Police recovered a medium-sized safe in a ditch 
near Didsbury recently. 

Jacobson said the safe is still looked and has a 
combination lock on the door. 

“Checks of our databases do not indicate it has 
been reported stolen from anywhere, so we’re not 
sure if it lias in fact been stolen and tlirown in the 
ditch or if it fell out of the back of a vehicle driving 
along," he noted. 

However, he said if anybody believes that this 
is their safe, they are invited to visit the Didsbury 
RCMP and prove ownership by ojxsiing the safe. 

“Ultimately we’U continue to hold this safe for the 
next more or less 45-60 days,” he said. 

“If nobody claims the safe, police will bring in an 
officer from within the RCMP to open the safe and 
determine if there is anything inside that would 
identify the owner.”

Town council passes 
2013 budget

Town council passed 
the 2013 capital budget 
for the town’s operations 
- totalling $4,088,250 - at 
the last town council 
meeting on Feb. 26. 

Mayor Brian Wittal 
said town officials have 
attempted to maintain 
the status quo by keep¬ 
ing their staff lean and 
keeping an eye on their 
departmental budgets. 

“We have seen staff¬ 
ing costs are down,” 
said Wittal, mentioning, 
for example, that there 
is only one development 
officer on staff right 
now, though if an eco¬ 
nomic upswing occurs, 
that w ill have to change. 


“Going forward it’s 
hard to say if we will 
be hiring or not. If we 
get demand for permit¬ 
ting, we will have to hire 
more people, but until 
then we will have to hold 
up on that.” 

Council has tried to 
hold the line on all ser¬ 
vices and mimic last 
year’s budget, though 
the town did add two 
per cent onto the busi¬ 
ness tax rate, as well as 
give $30,000 in funding 
to the Didsbury Museum 
for the hiring of a part- 
time curator, he added. 

All other accounts were 
relatively unchanged, he 
said. 

The budget is made up 
of grant funding, total¬ 
ling $4,233,250; opera¬ 


tions funds from taxes 
and government grants, 
totalling $360,456; 
reserve funds totalling 
$49,544; and a contingen¬ 
cy of other funds, total¬ 
ling $45,000, according 
to Nita Bartholow, chief 
financial officer for the 
town. 

Capital 

projects 

Town council will be 
focusing on a few main 
projects for the year, 
including the upper 
lagoons and recreation 
facilities, according 
to the Capital Projects 
Submissions 2013 Plan 
document. 

The total project esti¬ 
mate for lagoon reha¬ 
bilitation and expansion 
is $13,400,000. Town 
council expects to spend 
$6,700,000 in 2013, com¬ 
bined with $2,841,750 
carried over from 2012. 

The main funding 
sources for the project 
are the Alberta Municipal 
Water/Wastewater 
Partnership and the 
Federal Gas Tax Fund. 

Completion of Shantz 
Pond is expected to total 
$608,626, with $71,366 
being carried over from 
2012. Funding for this 
project is coming from 
the Building Canada 
Hind. 

Replacement of 100 
metres of sanitary 
and water pipelines in 
Southridge Crescent, as 
well as the extension of 
stormwater lines is esti¬ 
mated to cost $550,(88), 
with $475,000 carrying 
over from 2012. 

The funding will 
be coming from the 
Basic Municipal 

Transportation Grant. 

Completion of struc¬ 
tural repairs and roof 
maintenance of the 
Didsbury Aquatic Centre 
is estimated to cost a 
total of $400,000, with 
$250,000 coming from 
the CIIF Grant and 
$150,000 from the town 
budget. 

A note on the budget 
sheet stated that the 
grant funding is pending 
approval. 

The new fire hall being 
built is estimated to cost

Forty-five thousand dol¬ 
lars of that will be com¬ 
ing from Mountain View 
County, while the other 
$45,(88) is being matched 
by funds from the town’s 
reserves. 

The current fire hall 
will be undergoing an 
environmental assess¬ 
ment this year, costing 
a total of $50,(88). The 
town will be funding that 
project with $4,544 com¬ 
ing from reserves and 
$45,546 being taken out 
of the operations budget. 

A bulk water dispenser 
for water services, which 
is being relocated, is esti¬ 
mated to cost $30,000, 
which is being pulled 
from the operations bud¬ 
get. 

A new lagoon con¬ 
trol gate will be get¬ 
ting installed, costing 
$10,000, which will be 
pulled from the opera¬ 
tions budget. 

The 23 Street recon¬ 
ditioning project is still 
slated for completion 
sometime this year. The 
total cost estimate for 
that project is $250,000, 
which is being funded 
by the Basic Municipal 
Transportation Grant. 

Capital equipment for 
the town’s public works 
department, namely 
the new street sweeper 
and some other smaller 
equipment, will cost the 
town about $200,000, 
which will be funded by 
the operations budget. 

Parks in the town will 
be getting a facelift with 
$25,000, which is being 
pulled from the opera¬ 
tions budget as well. 

The Transportation 
Master Plan will cost 
the town about $50,(88), 
which is being funded 
by the Basic Municipal 
Transportation Grant. 

Facilities assessments, 
such as those being con¬ 
ducted on the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex will 
cost about $50,000, 
which will be funded by 
the operations budget. 

The total expenditures 
for the town for capital 
projects will total about 
$4, (588,250. 

All in all, town expen¬ 
ditures will be about 
$9,393,664, with total 
revenues of $4,824,928, 
with an overall increase 
in spending to total 
$112,831.
